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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


II()l<len,  Mass.,  Jan.  1,  1918. 

''I’o  tlu*  Scliool  Coliiiiiit tee, 

ToNN'ii  of  Oakliaiii : 

^fy  first  report  as  supeiliiteudent  of  scliools,  the  18th 
ill  the  series  since  tlie  formation  of  the  present  union,  ex¬ 
tends  over  the  period  from  September,  1917. 

AVe  have  been  fortunate  in  havinji-  no  changes  in  teach¬ 
ers  during  the  vear.  The  record  made  bv  our  graduates 
in  Ollier  schools  is  convincing  evidence  of  tlie  benefits  de¬ 
rived  from  retaining  the  services  of  successful  teachers 
from  vear  to  rear.  We  slioiild  meet  the  increased  cost  of 
living  by  increases  in  salary,  for  while  onr  teachers  are 
ready  and  glad  to  meet  the  unusual  conditions  of  the 
present  time  by  unusual  service  and  sacrifice,  it  is  a  seri¬ 
ous  fact  that  living  expenses  are  from  GO  per  cent  to  100 
per  cent  greater  than  they  A\'ere  a  few  years  ago,  and  sal¬ 
aries  practically  unchanged. 

In  visiting  the  schools  1  have  noted  carefully  the  ma¬ 
terial  e([uipment  and  onr  needs  as  Avell  as  school  Avork. 
The  eiiuipment  is  better  than  that  usually  found  in  rural 
sclnxds,  but  a  feAV  matters  call  for  attention.  New  ont- 
honses  should  be  built  at  the  South  School  and  these  com¬ 
bined  with  a  sIuhI  as  at  the  \\"est.  The  AAnills  and  c(Mlings 
in  the  school  rooms  at  the  (km ter  should  be  retinted  an([ 
new  floors  laid.  There  shouhl  be  a  teacher’s  desk  and  a 
low  table  and  chairs  in  the  Primai-A'  room,  and  I  Avonld 


recoiiuneiid  that  tlie  heating  i)lai»t  be  carefully  over¬ 
hauled. 

1  feel  that  the  attitude  of  both  leacliers  and  ])U]>ils  is 
serious  aud  earnest  and  that  excellent  wordv  is  being  ac¬ 
compli  slied.  We  have  carried  out  some  of  the  recommen¬ 
dations  touching  text  books,  as  made  by  my  predecessor, 
and  onr  ])resent  needs  are  for  language,  civics  and  hy¬ 
giene,  and  supplementary  reading  books. 

In  a  i-ecent  bulletin  issued  bv  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation,  Commissioner  Smith  has  this  to  say  concerning 
the  function  of  the  public  school: 

“Education  for  citizenship  has  always  been  an  under¬ 
lying  purpose  of  the  American  public  school.  To  promote 
Ihe  ({ualities  of  intelligence,  responsibility  and  service  in 
our  American  democracy  has  been  a  chief  motive  of  pub¬ 
lic  education  since  the  establishment  of  the  first  public 
school.  This  promotion  of  the  common  good  is  the.prin- 
ci[)al  justilication  of  a  free  school  system  maintained  by 
taxation  of  all  the  people.  ...  It  was  doubtless  with 
some  such  intention  that  the  General -Court  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  for  11)17  amended  the  law  which  imposes  certain 
duties  upon  teachers,  by  adding  that  of  giving  ‘training 
in  the  duties  of  citizenship’.’’ 

To  this  training  in  citizenship  there  should  be  added 
some  detinite  instruction  in  habits  of  thrift  and  in  pat¬ 
riotism.  It  may  lx*  done  in  connection  with  the  present 
work  in  history  and  geography.  Liberty  Bonds  and  Thrift 
8tam]>s  furnish  a  point  of  contact  in  the  teaching  of 
thrift  and*  conservation,  and  j)atriotism  may  well  be 
shown  to  include  the  ideas  of  self-control,  loyalty  and 
olxxlience. 

It  will  be  well  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  leg¬ 
islation  relating  to  school  attendance,  labor  certificates 
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and  vaccination.  Tlie  law  states  that  if  a  child  is  absent 
from  scho(d  without  excuse  for  more  than  seven  days  in 
six  montlis,  the  parent  or  guardian  is  liable  to  arrest  and 
tine.  A  cliild  may  not  leave  school  until  he  is  sixteen 
years  of  age  (instead  of  fourteen  as  many  still  think). 
There  are  two  exceptions  to  this  law.  One  is  that  he 
may  leave  at  fourteen  if  the  superintendent  upon  inve.s- 
tigation  linds  that  he  is  needed  ‘‘to  engage  in  profitable 
emidoymeut  at  home.’'  In  this  case  a  ‘‘Home  Permit”  is 
issued  to  the  child  after  evidence  of  the  need  at  home  has 
been  produced.  The  other  exception  is  in  case  a  child  is 
granted  an  Employment  Certificate.  To  secure  this  he 
must  present  to  the  superintendent  a  written  promise  of 
employment,  a  school  record,  a  birth  certificate  and  a 
pliysician’s  health  certificate. 

The  usual  statistics  relating  to  teachei-s,  attendance, 
enrollment  and  school  calendar  are  appended.  I  invite 
your  attention  to  the  S]>ecial  reports  of  the  music  super¬ 
visor,  the  drawing  supervisor  and  the  school  physician. 
Unfoitunately  Miss  Shaw  was  unable  to  continue  the 
work  in  drawing  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year,  but  she 
has  ])repared  outlines  for  the  teachers  and  directs  the 
work  by  correS[)on deuce  and  by  an  occasional  visit.

Denr  Sii-:— The  work  in  innsic  has  heeii  conducted  alouir 
the  same  lines  as  formerly,  the  time  devoted  to  th(*  work 
nnchanjied. 

>rnsic  in  the  public  schools  is  a  valuable  factor  in  1he 
mental,  ]»hysical  and  emotional  develojnnent  <d*  the  child, 
and  is  as  iinjK)rtant  in  character  moldint*-  as  any  other 
subject  ill  the  school  cnrricnlnm.  The  teachini*-  of  music 
in  schools  lays  a  foundation  for  the  culture  of  later  life. 
At  the  ]>resent  day  no  education  can  be  called  finished 
which  <lo(‘s  not  embrace  some  knowleil^e  of  music. 

The  four  essentials  of  this  subject  are  conce]>tions  of 
ji::ood  music,  voice  trainin,i>‘,  sijtht  sin^’ing  and  musical  in- 
ter])i'et ation.  Musical  concejitions  are  nncons(‘ionsly  ac- 
(piired  by  the  use  of  simple  soni*s,  voice  di'ills,  and  exer- 
cis(‘  melodi(*s  in  which  there  are  the  essentials  of  <>‘<)od 
melody. 

Wb’rh  the  small  inimbei*  of  ]>n])ils  in  each  school  thus 
yeai',  constant  attention  is  i>iven  to  individual  work, 
which  is  desirable  as  an  aid  in  training-  the  ]>npil  to  <le- 
})end  njM)n  himself,  and  to  hel]>him  become  an  inde}>eiident 
think(n-  and  doer.  As  he  discovers  that  his  standing  de- 
l^ends  njion  his  class  work  the  ])iipil  lxH*oines  a  mort*  val- 
nabh*  membei-  of  the  school  community.

•J)e}n'  Sic: — I  have  visited  the  sciiools  of  the  town  of 
Oakliaiii  twice  diirin«-  the  current  vear  and  made  the  usual 
individual  inspection  of  the  pu]>ils.  The  fall  insi)ection 
showed  two  cases  of  ringworm,  live  cases  of  skin  trouble 
of  iindeterniined  cliai-acter,  some  of  them  ])ossibly  ring- 
woi  in,  seven  cases  of  hypertro|>hied  tonsils — operation  ad¬ 
vised,  unvaccinated,  fourteen- — nearly  twenty  per  cent  of 
tliose  inspected.  Probabh’  three-fourths  of  the  pupils 
need  tlie  attention  of  the  dentist.  A  few  absences  were  re¬ 
ported,  but  I  did  not  learn  of  any  cases  of  severe  or  com- 
niunicabie  illness.
